The results of the informal vote on 
selection of site for the proposed new 
school building, given in this issue, 
are very interesting. The vote shows 
that many neglected their civic duty, 
but probably no greater proportion 
than in any election. The ballot, so 
greatly prized in other countries, is 
often very lightly regarded in this 
country. Even when matters of 
momentous interest are to be voted 
for, voters stay at home because it 
is raining, or because they want to 
go a-fishing. 

The School Board did what it could 
to make voting easy. Full publicity 
to the plan was given in Our Town, 
circulars and ballots were sent out, 
and stamped, addressed envelopes 
sent to every family; yet only 353 
votes were cast. It must be conceded 
that nothing could have been fairer 
than the plan of voting suggested by 
the board. Full particulars were given 
to the opponents of the board's 
favorite plan, to present the last 
argument through the columns of 
Our Town, and ample time to send 
out circulars in favor of a central 
location. No one can complain of not 
having had an opportunity to express 
a choice, and now that the vote has 
so decisively been in favor of the 
location of the new building on the 
hill, it becomes the duty of our 
voters to approve the loan at the 
regular election. To oppose it longer, 
after this opportunity, and this de- 
cided expression would be a serious 
mistake, and would, if the opposition 
were successful in defeating the 
loan, hold up the needed improve- 
ment indefinitely.— Associate Editor.
